LOS ANGELES 


Those who have been reading this column for any length time 
will have observed that has been steering course away from the 
traditional review current art exhibits the Los Angeles area 
and toward concern with art, its nature, purpose, and relationship 
life. The opinions herein, reflecting definite point view. 
based consciously held standard values, represents un- 
deniable bias. They make claim speak for either majority 
minority group, but are put forth the interest what (to 
me) are the constructive forces society, particularly they per- 
tain art. Now comes letter from silver craftsman Berkeley 
who says, effect, “O.K. But what are you doing about it?” 
writes part: “For the past year have read your essays Arts 
Architecture with interest and response. Each one has thrown 
ringing challenge into the air—and, left there. Because one 
thing and another this intentional, assume. But there peg 
action which ring these challenges which you throw out 
like quoits. would like know how you peg them for yourself 
down there. Perhaps there group artists with down-to- 
the-earth point view here, that picking them out the air. 
will find them. Nevertheless, would still like know how 
you it.” 

That these columns have been found “challenges” extremely 
gratifying. That the challenges may hang mid-air for some, 
many, inevitable. First must recognized that there something 
challenged. And that great deal. Those who think that 
art healthy today will not understand the reason for criticism. 
Those who think that art “express” oneself, make pictures, 
will question the subject matter these columns. There are 
recipes, panaceas. There is, however, direction—which can 
action.” And this peg action the individual. Not 
individualism the sort which business calls “free-enterprise,” but 
responsibility the individual for his own acts, whether 
artist, writer, laborer, scientist, statesman, whoever. 
ample evidence today that the responsibility for the ills from which 
are now politically, ethically, and aestheti- 
cally, are relegated the individual some “higher” authority. 
Authoritarianism end result individual irresponsibility. 
the atomic bomb. queston means and ends. Tomor- 
row determined what today. 

Why there emphasis the abstract art? Because 
“fashionable?” “Different?” “Revolutionary?” Hardly. Abstract 
art significant almost much for what not for what is. 
For one thing, not instrument destruction. not 
nationalistic, nor “individualistic” (expression the self). 
has never been favor any bureaucracy dictatorship. Though 
“negative,” these are powerful arguments for abstract art. Stated 
positive terms abstract art constructive, universal (interna- 
tional), collective, communal—not because said so, but 
because abstract art has its roots tradition which both vener- 
able and vital, reaching back the beginning art 
tradition concerns itself with the nature being, with the immuta- 
bles which determine the structure life, with search for the 
symbols man’s knowledge and belief. capable communi- 
cating the most profound concepts when its true nature understood. 
Today imagine that have “progressed” beyond the need 
either belief the symbols belief. Knowledge has come mean 
“facts.” Art has come pictures “facts.” 

Responsibility, and where are responsibility lost, 
found among those who, however gropingly, seek rediscover first 
principles. cannot forever transgress against our fellow beings 
and expect escape destruction. 

When the artist longer thinks himself special kind man, 
when all men are special kinds artists, respected and inviolate— 
only then can say have made progress. this unattain- 
able goal does not matter. What important the direction 
which travel now. the individual find the way, 
because and alone KNOWS. must have proof then 
does not yet understand that there proof, least all from 
someone who tells him “It so.” Reassurance comes only from 
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rolling again—

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MUSIC 


THE CINEMA 


James and John Whitney’s startling experiments with animated 
abstract films and unorthodox music were again view recently 
the American Contemporary Galleries Hollywood. Even the 
musician whose ears have long since been attuned the intensely 
dissonant counterpoint the Schoenberg school, the percussive 
effects Varese, will admit that this music radically dif- 
ferent stamp. While the eye views the ebb, flow and bursting 
colored squares, ellipses, circles and dots the screen, the musical 
sense hears sounds reminiscent the acoustical laboratory, suc- 
cession and combination pure tones (without overtones), some- 
what similar those produced the Hammond organ. 


These sounds result from the vibrations graded series 
pendulums, set motion hand. the moment initial ‘per- 
formance’ their frequencies are too low for human perception, but 
become audible when sped recording. The Whitneys’ approach 
this combination non-objective art and music quite naturally 
that the pictorial artist and not the musician. Their concept 
one-sided, from the musical view-point, because their visual 
images completely dominate the synthesis, whereas the sounds are 
mere accessories. Seen the screen are pictorial elements that 
have form, and patterns that possess design and color, but the music 
seems have form meaning except means reinforcing 
the visual rhythms contours. ideal combination the 
arts, however, each must preserve its intrinsic beauty, and neither 
can consistently subordinate the other. The phrase ‘synthesis 
the arts’ lacks all meaning one element, this case music, 
conceived without regard for its substance laws. 


One’s subjective, aesthetic reaction the sounds the Whitney 
films, considered music, hardly favorable. Melancholy tones 
that slide into one another, suddenly explode with loud boops 
and beeps, are combined unrecognizable counterpoint—this. 
unfortunately, the impression that even the most catholic taste 
will derive from the experiments. Emanating from the sound track 
are sounds adjusted exactly the visual objects’ rhythmic move- 
ment, not all. Sometimes the melody rises falls complete 
accord with the gyrations the moving objects the screen; some- 
times reflects particular mood, moving either languidly 
vivaciously. But there musical beauty, either dissonant 
consonant, the tonal combinations, which seem quite 
the film’s creators were not concerned with sounds music. 
but rather rhythms, activity, the aural outline pictorial 
line. 


The synchronization Bach’s Toccata and Fugue minor with 
abstract film Disney’s Fantasia was aesthetically gratifying 
both musicians and artists because both visual and aural elements 
possessed form, vitality and content. Needless say, Bach’s music 
would sufficient unto itself, but the abstract film viewed alone 
would also have been’ artistic experience. other words, the 
Bach sequence was successful fusion the arts because neither 
the visual image nor the music was completely unnatural sub- 
servient the other that lacked independent meaning. Whitneys’ 
abstract film divorced from its music would perhaps lose some 
its vitality but would retain all its visual appeal, for the objects and 
patterns depicted are traditional and familiar the eye; only the 
combinations elements, the evolution one from another, and 
the constant movement into ever-changing patterns new. Novel 
are the visual effects, the eye grasps all with ease because each 
pattern subscribes the elastic laws pictorial art. Line, 
forms and movement—all are present.

Parks, Gardens and Culture Institutes. Mumford read 
that book 1915. Today City Development: Studies Dis- 
integration and Renewal brings together variety writings in- 
spired that reading: these range from Mumford’s earliest thoughts 
about cities his recent comments the Plan London. 

The City, first published 1922, Mr. Mumford surveys three 
periods city development the United States—provincial, com- 
mercial and industrial—and asks the stimulating question, “Have 
begotten civilization?” That indeed question well worth 
reviving today, twenty-three years later, for the situation has not 
changed materially. Since that time have allowed the private 
enterprisers run riot through the flashy prosperity the 
twenties; every suburb and downtown heart-district boomed with 
new private construction, but spite those so-called “good times” 


the depression arrived and the sub-standard condition our cities 


remained. During the thirties the New Deal efforts best only 
served demonstrate what might done larger scale. From 
Pearl Harbor V-J Day city building practically ceased. present, 
Mumford pointed out 1922, the main problem still stands: 
“Today, more than one-half the population the United States lives 
environment which the. jerry-builder, the real estate specu- 
lator, the paving contractor, and the industrialist have largely 
created. Have begotten civilization?” 

Mumford’s answer that question applied our early com- 
mercial period the 19th century applies well today. Our chief 
occupation was then and still “the goods life rather than the good 
True, our present day civic institutes art and culture are 
numerous, but how far have they seeped into the lives the masses 
the people who make our civilization?

The general principles mass production (standardization 
and shop-fabrication) are applied wherever possible the 
work the present building trades. single plumbing 
assembly includes connections all the fixtures bath- 
room, the kitchen sinks, laundry tray, automatic laundry, 
and the water heater. twelve foot plan module necessitates 
only one rafter size for the entire subdivision. Longitudinal 
roof framing, instead the conventional transverse framing, 
eliminates the need for beams over the window openings and 
allows the windows extend the ceiling. 

Both the clerestory and the full height windows are made 
twelve foot widths, the three foot side sash sliding over the 
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six foot center sash. minor rooms the center sash 
omitted. 

central entry with direct access all parts the house 
frees the living room from unnecessary traffic. Living, dining, 
and kitchen areas are treated one spacious unit, with cabi- 
nets used partial screens hide only the stove and drain- 
board. Cross-lighting and cross-ventilating clerestory windows 
are placed over the lower roof the entry and interior hall- 
way. 

The garage, sheltering the children’s play space and service 
yard from the street, connected the kitchen covered 
passage. The driveway-parking court large enough per- 
mit turning car, eliminating the hazard backing out into 
the street. The alternate pairing driveways presents 
unusually favorable condition for landscaping the street, 
which will bordered series flower beds, each unit 
being ninety-six feet long. Varying combinations strong 
colors will used for these planting strips, well for the 
exterior walls the buildings.

Very often three little lines are added make 
them look though they were going somewhere, but just why one 
should want refrigerator stove take off any moment not 
clear. 

Similarly houses have been streamlined with corner windows 
symbolize indoor-outdoor living, even though they are fixed glass, 
showing only squalid scene beyond. fact, one might say that 
the cold glitter brittle bareness the so-called modern house 
symbolize the smooth-running machinery and scientific equipment

Why, then, should symbolize scientific advances rather than 
really install them our houses? 

the first place, houses are consumers’ goods. Unlike producers’ 
goods, not cause the manufacturer lose money they are 
not efficient possible. have had seeing-eye doors, dustless 
air, radiant heating, air conditioning, sound-absorbing walls and 
ceilings, fire-proof materials, ultra-violet rays, quick-freeze units, 
glareless glass, stamped alloyed metal bathroom and kitchen equip- 
ment, dish-washing machines, garbage disposal units, for many 
years industrial and commercial buildings gs, hospitals, restau- 
rants, airplanes, ships, and pullman cars. 

Improvements plastic materials and electronics have un- 
doubtedly been made during the war, but there more reason 
believe that these will converted immediately consumer 
comforts than assume the pre-war advances were made 
available the public. 

fact, most the pre-war developments will still unavailable 
the ordinary householder, because their high cost. When new

Even 
though scientifically possible make thin sheet material 
which sandwiches together all the structural, insulating, and weather- 
proofing, and decorative finish qualities which desire wall, 
how can use full advantage have nail onto studs 
the conventional manner order provide hollow wall 
which hide plumbing pipes, electric wires, and telephone wires? 
How can electric stoves, refrigerators, washing machines, and sinks 
made part the kitchen wall the manufacturers don’t know 
the size and shape the kitchen? 

Prefabrication has been given the answer. And yet the only 
prefabrication have seen boils down using cheap sheet mate- 
rials instead plaster, and cutting the size the house down 
minimum. 

The reason for this that the building materials companies and 
household equipment companies cannot get together make any 
radical changes without cutting out their remodeling market. There 
also pressure against radical change from dealers and contractors 
and craftsmen, not speak real-estate owners, none whom are 
interested cutting their own throats. 

the other hand, the contractors who see that the low-cost house 
their biggest market, and that prefabrication one the ways 
it, must buy the products the manufacturers they

They will considered beautiful more and more people, because 
more and more people will realize that machines are made for men 
and not vice versa, that live age potential plenty, wherein 
need not display our wealth reassure ourselves against 
scarcity. 

They will considered beautiful because they not need hide 
disdain for men and materials under stylistic sentimentality. 


create beautiful must not only love the materials 
with which work, must also love the human beings for whose 
purposes the materials are worked into various shapes. 

just false idealize the machine idealize the hand. 
Although has been great rediscovery find that the purpose 
the house live in, some people mistake the “machine-for-living”
